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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitation of applying a lamination exclusively to the separating surfaces of the at least two webs 
requires further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the claims require lamination 
after curing. The examiner respecfully disagrees with this assertion. Claim 3 explicitly indicates that curing may occur before and/or after 
application of the lamination. Applicant argues a separating surface has different properties than an uncut surface and thus Noergaard's 
teaching of applying a lamination to either or both surfaces of an uncut mat is not a suggestion to apply a lamination to either or both 
surfaces when one of those surfaces is a cut surface. This assertion is completely unsupported by objective evidence. Attorney arguments 
do not constitute evidence. Moreover, the examiner respectfully disagrees with the assertion. There is nothing Noergaard which explicitly 
limits application of laminations to only uncut surfaces. Further, it is clear from the portion of Noergaard cited by the examiner that applying 
laminations to either or both major surfaces of an insulating batt is known for providing a product with the desired properties. Applicant 
argues it is not well known to cure prior to application of laminations. The examiner respectfully disagrees. For example see Brandt (US 
6248420; column 1 8, lines 1 0-1 9 and 46-53). 
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
